Appointment Is Made 
Under Instructions from 
White House. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—Acting 
on instructions from the White House, 
Executive Director Frank Walker, of 
the National Emergency Council, today 
formally announced the appointment 
of Earl Cocke, of Macon, as state di- 
rector for the NEC in Georgia. 

The appointment of Mr. Cocke, who 
is present manager of the RFC agen- 
cy in Atlanta, was made on recom- 
mendations filed last week by Senator 
Walter F. George and Senator Richard 
B. Russell Jr., of Georgia. 


The post to which he has been 
named has been vacant since the death 
some months back of Dr. Andrew 
Soule, former head of the State Agri- 
cultural College at Athens. 

In announcing the Macon man’s se- 
lection to the vacancy, NEC officials 
failed to throw any light on the part 
he is to play in the new $4,000,000,000 
works program as applied to Georgia. 
The fact that President Roosevelt des- 
ignated Mr. Walker, head of the agen- 
cy, as one of three main administra- 
tive groups in connection with the 
huge program has prompted the as- 
sumption the state NEC director will 
| play a leading part in the Georgia set- 
‘up. It has been suggested that all 
Georgia applications for approval of 
|publie works projects will be cleared 
iby Mr. Cocke. 

In accepting the new office, how- 
ever, he will not be required to re- 
linguish his management of the Atlan- 
ta RFC agency. The work of the 
agency has dropped off somewhat in 
the past year and officials have de- 
termined that it will be possible for 
him to run both offices, receiving only 
one salary, of course. 


The exact situation with respect to 
administration of the four billion dol- 
lars program in Georgia is expected 
to be set forth in some announcement 


scheduled to come from federal of- 


'ficials here within the next few days. 


Informed that dispatches from 
Washington told of his appointment, 
Mr. Cocke said last night that he 
had not been officially notified of the 
appointment and did not know the 
proposed scope of his authority in 
dealing with public works projects in 
Georgia.

“If commisisons of the other south- 
ern states would wake up and act in | 
conjunction with the Georgia commis- 
Sion, in an application to the ICC | 
to review the southern rate scale in| 
the light of existing financial, eco- 
nomic and transportation conditions | 
which are entirely different from con- 
ditions 10 years ago when the present 
southern class rates were prescribed, 
we could present a case that would | 
bring about a change in the rate of | 
structure that would relieve south-— 
ern industry of discriminatory rates 
and increase the tonnage and reve- 
nue of the southern carriers. 

“At the time the present southern 
class rates were prescribed in 1926, 
the cost of performing the service in 
the south was not before the commis- 
sion, and the information which is 
now available as to the cost of ren- 
dering the service in the southern ter- 
ritory with its high rates, as com- 
pared with the cost of rendering the 
Same service in northern territory 
with its low rates, would present facts 
to the commission which it could not 
disregard.” 

Earlier Wilhoit told the commis- 
sion that if it gave the south “the 
opportunity which it rightfully de- 
serves, a new frontier will open for 
development.” 

The Georgia carriers were repre- 
sented by Charles Clark, attorney, 
who contended the low intrastate rates 
in Georgia discriminated against ship- 
pers in neighboring states, and thus 
were in violation of the interstate 
commerce act. 

Wilhoit, however, took the position 
that instead of raising the Georgia 
tariffs to the old level, the rates in 
other southern states should be ad- 
justed to the Georgia scale.

Civilization 
At Stake. 


General Jan Christian Smuts, the 
great statesman, who stands head and 
shoulders above the local South Af- 
rican political movements and is 
really a world-figure and one of the 
world’s outstanding liberals, has given 


a review of the situation in Europe 
which merits attention. Vast experi- 
ments in government, he said, were 
now being tried in Russia, Italy, 
Germany and elsewhere. All had one 
feature in common and that was 
their denial of political or constitu- 
tional liberty as a principle. The en- 
tire and immense force at the dis- 
posal of a modern state was now 
‘being used to crush the principle of 


a subservient mass mentality. He 
i|dared not conceal his deep convice- 
tion that in these grave developments 
| they saw, not a new life for the world, 
but rather decay; not the enrichment 
of European tradition, but impoverish- 
ment, the negation of the finest and 
noblest insights of the human spirit, 
and a falling back rather than ad- 
vance in the great cause of civiliza- 
tion, 

Man as a personality was destined 
to be a free citizen in a free world, 
not an ant in some human termitary. 
His own belief, based on his read- 
ing of history, was that these new 
movements were temporary and pass- 
ing, that they were born of the neuro- 
sis of war misery and defeatism, and 
‘that in Europe they would tend to 
‘disappear. But, if they did not, and 
they were going to be permanent fea- 
‘tures of our European system, then he 
foresaw a very stormy era in the 
world and a_ political and economic 
setback which might cost Europe the 
leadership which she for so long had 
/enjoyed. 

For the present, however, these 
deep-going differences need not pre- 
vent co-operation between the peace- 
loving nations in the League or else- 
where for common human interests,

Whilst Europe was still further 
distracted by this conflict of funda- 
mental ideals, sleeping Asia was 
awakening. Two-thirds of the hu- 
man race was on the move, no one 
knew whither. At the head of this 
movement was a great power which

_the two greatest sea powers in the 
‘world. We were here face to face 
with one of the major developments 
‘in history. By the side of this fate- 
'ful situation the troubles of Europe 
were intrinsically more like petty 
family squabbles in comparison. With 
ithe policy on which Japan was now 
‘embarked there was serious risk that 
'the Pacifie would become the poten- 
tial danger spot of the world on a 
'colossa] scale. Japan, Russia, China, 
the United States, Britain, Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand and India 
might all become involved. com- 
pletely new situation was thus aris- 
ing in the world, and some countries 
which had hitherto felt most secure 
in their isolation and remoteness from 
the old European scen® and conflict, 
were now well within the range of the 
new dangers.

SPOOFING WASHINGTON, May 2.—The ins and outs of the 

anti-lynching filibuster were not appreciated in the 
senate galleries. From there it looked like any other dull debate. 
But down on the floor nearly everyone had a good time. 

You could see it in their faces. Vice President Garner, the 
Texan, walked around with a cigar in his mouth, grinning inces- 
santly. Senators slyly absented themselves from. roll calls occa- 
sionally and playfully poked fun at each other in debate. Only the 
countenance of Floor Leader Robinson wore a slightly pained ex- 
pression, suggesting a remote inner emotional conflict between the 
necessity of getting down to business and the ineffability of the 
Situation. 

What they all knew that the galleries did not know was the 
fact that only a few of the nominal administration leaders, who 
were supposed to be for the bill, were really for it. While Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was privately twitting them during the first few 
days of the filibuster, they were more or less laying themselves flat 
so the filibusters would have no trouble walking over them. 


CAKE There were several reasons for the lack of real interest 

in the bill itself. One was that it was thought to be 
improperly drawn. At least it represented a somewhat radical view- 
point on the subject. Many of its friends privately thought it was 
unconstitutional. Furthermore, the legislative situation -was such 
that it never had a chance, and nearly every insider knew It. 

But perhaps an important factor may be partly explained by 
relating a story which has just come to light, about what happened 
in the 1922 senatorial fight over the anti-lynching bill. ! 

The senate judiciary committee, then controlled by republicans, 
decided the bill- was unconstitutional and killed it. A republican 
leader was irate when he heard about it. He went to the chairman 
and said the bill must be reported to the senate floor for consid- 
eration no matter what the committee thought about its constitu- 
tionality. Unless it was, his constituents would defeat him for re- 
election, he is supposed to have said. 

Thereupon, six or more committee members were persuaded to 
change their minds and approve the bill, with the understanding 
that the democrats would filibuster against it and prevent its passage 
by the senate. This was done and everyone was happy. 

There is no evidence that anything like that was done this time, 
but it is probable that, in the end, senators on both sides of the 


issue Similarly will have their cake and eat it too. 

SLICKER It is not very often that anyone puts anything over 
on RFC Chairman Jesse Jones, but the other day a 

New York slicker accomplished the impossible. 

The RFC received an application for a loan from a New York 
firm dealing in cider, vinegar and similar harmless household liquids. 
The firm said it had a warehouse full of such bottled goods. An 
inspector looked it over and the RFC approved the loan. 

A few days later, Mr. Jones read in the newspapers that the 
man to whom he had made the loan was under arrest for violating 
the liquor laws. A check-up revealed the warehouse was filled with 
disguised liquor. 

The RFC is now wondering what to do with its wet collateral. 


REACTION The mail man at the White House was not over- 
3 burdened after Mr. Roosevelt’s latest fireside chat. 
The explanation is that the White House did not expect him to be. 
The president intended to make a calming speech. No banking 
crisis was at hand. He said nothing particularly exciting. The 
mail which came in was about four to one approving. Most of the 
objections came from persons apparently opposed to the bill abol- 
ishing holding companies. 


UPLIFT The unexplained reason why Mr. Roosevelt chose to 
make another fireside chat at this time was that he 
wanted to stress the speed ’at which he expected to put out his new 
relief money. The primary idea was to encourage business in that 
way, by thus creating a little inflationary business psychology. 
Nevertheless, most New Dealers privately believe the president 
will be unable to spend the money as fast as he expects to. They 
base their belief on past experience. 


DEPRECIATION Few know it, but a domestic aircraft com- 


pany is building a test bombing plane for the 
government with a promised flying radius of 3,000 miles at 225 
miles an hour, carrying 2,500 pounds of bombs. If we are doing 
it, others must be also. This may depreciate the value of the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans as national defense barriers. 
FOULING It sounds fantastic, and probably is, but our military 
intelligence has heard reports that Germany has a 
new “fouling” system which may stop a flying airplane motor dead 
by waves from the ground. These fouling rays are supposed to 
be more or less effective against all gasoline motors up to ex- 
traordinary heights. Just how it is done still remains to be ex- 
plained, but no new war poison has ever been concocted for which 
an antidote could not be made.

These higher things are books and music and art, and they are sup- 
posed to make a nobler and finer creature. 

When man was a savage, his pictures and sign writing and potteries 
were crude, and the development of his civilization is measured by the 
development of his arts; therefore, to be a cultured modern, one must 
understand the arts and appreciate them. 

That is the common argument; but the men who developed our civ- 
ilization through the ages were not onlookers and students of the cur- 
rent culture; they were workers who developed themselves and 
achieved beautiful things with their hands. 

We moderns get our “higher things of life’ much as we get our 
benefit from athletics—by watching somebody else perform. 

We boast of our interest in sport, but we do not wish to ride or run 
or wrestle or exert ourselves in any other way. We wish to enjoy our 
popular games by sitting in the shade to accumulate fat while a few 
fit young men struggle against one another for our entertainment. 

And by watchng athletes in competition, we get as much benefit 
from athletics as we get from the “higher things of life’ by talking about 
the artistic achievement of other men. 

It isn’t the study of pictures that develops the race, but the paint- 
ing of pictures. It isn’t the ability to enjoy music that proves us a 
superior people, but the ability to produce it. And it isn’t the reading 
of books and the absorbing of other men’s ideas that teach us to think, 
but the writing of books. 

Being able to name great artists does not indicate a superior culture 
anymore than the ability to name great athletes proves you an excellent 
ball player. 

The art is in doing, not in talking about it or watching somebody 
else perform. 

We are fooling ourselves when we feel ‘cultured’ because we can 
prate glib phrases about the work of artists. 

The cultured ones are those who produce. By their work the cul- 
tured of these times will be judged in the future. 

If you would be a part of the culture of your times, do something 
with your hands or mind.

NEW YORK, May 2.— 
There is some doubt about 
the morality of the Irish 
Free State Hospitals’ 
Sweepstake, but there is nothing the 


matter with the nerve of the eminent 
Irishmen who conduct this great lot- 
tery. Their nerve is magnificent. 


Although the sale of lottery tickets 
is distinctly forbidden in the United 
States, a friendly nation, and in Eng- 
land, a nation not quite as friendly 
but officially at peace with Ireland, 
the distribution of the contraband 
certificates goes merrily on. If the 
Free State government were at all 
sensitive to hints it might have no- 
ticed by this time, what with oe- 
casional seizures of batches of tickets, 
that the traffic is here regarded as an 
annoyance if not as a corruption. In 
England a few years ago the prime 
minister, Mr. MacDonald, was more 
explicit. He said the lotiery was be- 
coming a great evil, draining the 
money of the poor people of England 
and impairing the morals of the pop- 
ulation. At one word from the British 
prime minister the Irish Free State 
Hospitals’ Sweepstake continued to do 
as it pleased. The bulk of the revenue 
which the lottery takes in still comes 
out of the earnings or the dole money 
of a neighboring people. Probably, 
owing to the difficulty of obtaining 
tickets and the doubt on their au- 
thenticity, the United States does not 
contribute much. The tickets are 
smuggled in, the agents operate more 
or less secretly, like the bootleggers 
in the early days of prohibition, and 
the buyer has no sure way of know- 
ing whether his ticket is genuine or a 
dishonest imitation of a document 
which is dishonest even if real.

10 months of the fiscal year, 
panied by the apparent paradox 
a decrease of $149,000,000 in 
public debt during April, was 
today in treasury figures.

PARIS, May 2.—(UP)—France 
and Russia today pooled 24,000,000 
militarily trained men to keep the 
peace in Europe. 

Experts estimated this many poten- 
tial soldiers would be available in the 
combined forces of those voters un- 
der the military alliance of mutual 
armed aid signed in Paris tonight.

“These figures do not include the loss | 
in wages to employes of the Fisher | 
Body plant, which also must be! 
closed.”

“No one can operate under the con- | 
tract submitted to us in anything but 
a closed shop. It is for this reason 
we have refused and will continue to | 
refuse to sign the proposed pact. much | 
as we regret the effect this will have 
upon our laboring people. our dealer |

Coyle said in the statement. 

Only acceptance of the union de- 
mands, or a request for a conference 
to discuss them will cause 
ment of the local strike, according 
to Charles H. Gillman, president of 
the union.

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CHURCHILL DOWNS, LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 2.—Sixty | 
years ago a small boy climbed into a tree in the infield at| 
Churchill Downs to see a race which was being called the Ken- | 
tucky Derby. 

Today I met him. He has grown old gracefully and with) 
dignity and grace as have the grounds and the stands and the, 
tradition at Churchill Downs. The small boy of 60 years ago, 
is president of the Jockey Club, Colonel Matt Winn, the most 
famous character in racing. 

He has seen the Downs grow from a small wooden 
grandstand and its mile track to a great rambling stretch 

of green and white stands which seat some 40,000 peo- 

ple and leave room for another 40,000 to stand. 

Around the tops of the buildings are the names of the win- 
ners of the Kentucky Derbies. He saw Aristides’ name go up 
and each succeeding year he has seen the name plates go up. 
One waits now, blank, with the numerals 1935 following it. 

The man who has seen them all likes Bradley and his 

Boxthorn. In a sense he has grown old along with the 

master of the Idle Hour Farm which sends Boxthorn to 

the post Saturday as one of the favorites in the 61st re- 
newal of the Kentucky Derby. 

There is something thrilling in it all to stand here and look 
about at the old stands and the old bricks, worn by the passing 
of a million feet, and realize that 60 years of racing has been: 
presented here and that all the great horses have run here. 

Their names look down. Aristides, Spokane, Allan- 

A-Dale, Donerail, Old Rosebud, Regret, Exterminator, 

Black Gold, Flying Ebony, Twenty Grand, Cavalcade 

and a host of others. There is romance in their names 

and in the sight and sound of them as they race, their 
feet drumming like some great cavalry charge. There is 

no sight quite like it. 

And so, meeting the man who has seen them all down the 
stretch of a half century plus a decade is something.
